There are no fetdlngs. no thoughts, 
no reason: the liltter, blooily work kills 
tile noblest, tlie must beautiful and 
liest. the rlcliest, the deepest, the high¬ 
est, which life possesses. Tlie seconds, 
minutes and hours tly: the nights, like 
til" days' pass as swiftly as sails: I 
drli.» tile machine Just as if 1 wishetl 
to eateli them; 1 cliase wliliout avail. I 
eliasi' without end. 

'I'lie eliH'k in tile worksliop does not 
rest; it keeps on pointing, and ticking, 
and waking in siiecessioii. A mail once 
told me tlie meaning td its pointing 
and waking-tliat there was reason in 
it. as if tlirougli a dream I remember 
it ail: tile clock awakens life and sense 
ill me. and soinetliing else--l forget 
w liai: :isk me iioC I know lud. I know 
not. i am a niiicliitie; 

.\nd at times, wlieii 1 liear tlie 
elcek. I nnderstand i|nile dilTereiiily 
its iiidiitings, its language -it seems to 
mi' as if the I'nrest i|iendulutiu egged 
me oti tliat 1 slionid work more. more, 
inttcli muri'. in its sound I hear only 
tile angry words of tin lioss: in tlie 
two hands I see ids glooni.v lotd;. The 
i-loek. 1 shudiler- it seems to me it 
drives me atid calls me ••.Maeliitte" oiti 
to me: "Sew!" 

Only whi-n the wild tiniiult subsides 
and tile master is awtiy for the midday 
hour, day begitis to dawn in my iieiid. 
and a pain passes tliroitgli tiiy heart:

' • • miniite later, tlie tocsin is 
sortnded. tile dead arise, tlie liattle is 
renewed. The e'lirpses light, for stran¬ 
gers for strangers! r.ud the.v battle, 
and fall, and <ll.sapnc.ir into night! 

I look at the baltletield in Idtler an¬ 
ger. in terror, with a feeling of re¬ 
venge. with a hellish pain. The eloik.

A TEAR ON THE IRON. 

Oh, cold and dark is the shop! I 
hold the iron stand and press—my 
In-art Is wot‘k. I groan and cough-iny 
sick breast scarcel.v heaves. 

1 groau and cough and press and 
tlilrik—my eyes grows dump, a tear 
falls: the Iron is hot—my little tear, it 
st>ethes and seethes, and will not dry 
up. 

I fetd no strengtli. It is all usihI up: 
the iron falls from my hand, and yet 
the tear, tlie silent tear, the tear, the 
tear bolls more and more. 

My head whirls, my heart breaks, I 
ask in woe: “Oh, tell me, my friend 
in adversity and pain, oh. tear, why 
do you not dry up in seething? 

“Are you, perhaps, a messenger, and 
announce to me that other tears are 
coming? I should like to know It; say, 
when will the great woe be ended?" 

I should have asked more and more 
of the Unrest, the turbulent tear; but 
suddenly there began to flow more 
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course of advance, 
can touch.” 

.\ppiy this law to the conditions ex¬ 
isting to-day and it will lie seen, no 
mil tier how dark tlie outlmik, that a 
change from the competitive lo toe co¬ 
operative order l.s Inevitable. Tlie 
competitive system has repiueil for 
destruction: ns a system it may lie salil 
it no longer exists. Monopoly has 
taken its place. That is the great fact 
I’onfroutiiig us. The contimiauce of a 
monoiMilistic regime means social de¬ 
generation, the subversion of the re¬ 
public, the death of freedom, and. 
tinally, the extinction of civilization. 

Dili we bring these conditions about? 
No: they are the result of a system as 
old ns liuiunu depravity and liuniaii ig- 
noriince and weakness. 

M’e are simply reaping the results of 
the past, and these results alisolutely 
force ns into measures that will break 
tin- power of moiioisdy and destroy 
the system that created it. 

The lethargy of the people, the vie- 
ioiisness and power of nione.v in poli¬ 
ties can go just so far in controlling 
public alTairs, but no fitrtlier. Tliey 
may iinike a peaceful cliange from a 
lower to a higher social order itiiiMissi- 
ble. but tliey cannot prevent that 
change. They cannot infuse life into 
a dying system or lirliig iilMiiit an era 
of prosperity. The private ownersliip 
and absoiiition of pnlilie wealth by a 
few renders it impossible. 

Tlie end of tile old coinpelitive order 
has eoine. It may pass away gradually 
tlirougli tile general eillightcilnieiit of 
the iieojile, but it Is more likely to end 
with a 1‘rasli‘that will eonvul.se civili¬ 
zation. We may deplore it and bend 
all onr efforts lo avert what may be 
i-onsldered a great ealtistroplie. ami yet 
be unable lo do so. For the system 
under which wi> are living so brutal¬ 
izes and deadens all the higher facul¬ 
ties as to lender men in their insatitilile 
gi-eed for gidd inea|ialile of fully esti¬ 
mating the volidition of things and the 
perils of tile times. Tlie motto of 
pintoeraey is. "After me the deluge." 
not .-.■eing. in their Idindiiess, that the 
ileinge may at any linie engulf them. 

wiiai eari' tlie great monopolists and 
rulers of the nation if thousaniis or 
niillions are out of work, if Imsiness 
stagnates, if crime increases and the 
whole seelal system sliows signs of 
moral di'getieraey. so long as ilie.v can 
prolii liy the sulferings and misery of 
others? They ilo not see. and do not 
lare to ife. tliat the desiioiled. poverty 
sirieken people are the consiiiiiers of a 
nation, and that when their power of 
eonsnniiitioii is tinally arr«‘sled by the 
Iron hand of poverty that the whole 
industrial falirie is disordered and a 
erash beeoines inevilable. 

.\l proseui tlie law of demand and 
supply is iMiolly on the side of the cap¬ 
italist elass. Tile labor market is 
gorged and eiiiplo.vers can obtain work¬ 
men on their own terms. It is "work 
at the prices olTenHl or starve." anil 
tliey work and nearl.v starve. Wcnltli 
rolls in tlirougli this eheapeiiing of the 
cost of pi'odindion; batiks are tilled lo 
overllowing. the markets of the world 
are .searehed for all that is usetul. rare 
and beainiftil. Imt the protlticers of all 
this wealth—the consitniers—where 
are tliey'. Living in dens and alleys, 
huddled in a few rcHuiis. with scant 
food, seant clothing—living on the 
dregs of life. Tlie liouie market is de¬ 
stroyed. Trade laiigttishes. goods are 
niisold. or sold atid exiantetl at half 
their value. tuauufacluroTs fall, gen- 
l•ral cotiiraction of liusiness results, 
and Iiy and liy the tnerchaiit princes 
are brought face lo fai’c with the f.'ict 
that In destroying lalair tliey are de- 
.sl roving themselves. 

Will tliey cliange? Will they give up 
the .s.vsteni willi all its perils, that 
makes slaves of men ami yields sucli 
ricli rewards? They will not. any 
tiioie than the tiger tliat has once 
tasted Idoml will take its teeth from 
off the tlii-oat of its victim. Tlie cr>- 
of "over iiroduction" will 1 m‘ raised, tlie 
panic will pass, losses will be recouped 
and the same old course again pursu,>d. 

The (|m-sllon resolvi-s luself into litis: 
pliitoeraiy must be overthrown or it 
will overthrow the republic; it is social 
reeonsiruetion or decay and death. 
Here is where the “reign of law" 
comes in. 

■|'he eml has come. It may not lie 
this year or the next, but forces are in 
niotion that will make a swift transi¬ 
tion from the old order to the new. In 
the meanwhile let those on whom the 
liglit has dawned work, for work at 
tills crisis Is prayer.

Tbi 
man who coininits a crime de-servea* 
sympathy, and ought to be panlabei 
for It. But while he should be poa- 
islied. I think he also should lie tretM 
justly. Most of my time was serwd 
in prisons where the contract sysUB 
is used. I will talk on this first, and 
endeavor to show why the convict getl 
tile worst of it. He earns big money 
for tlie eoniraclor and gets notlilllg 
Generally tlie contractor pays the stli 
.■>11 cents a day for tlie hilxir of the mea 
working in ids shoj). Now, for thlK 
of my four leriiis in .loliet 1 worlad 
in tile shoe sliop. U cost tlie contiae 
lor .Ml eeiils a da.v to work me. YYlBt 
I produced was worth at least $ 1 . 50 1 
ibiy to 1 dm. If I had Ix'en out and 
doing the same class of work 1 wbnld 
Iiave received from $2..'i0 to $3 a day 
for it. (,)f course it was my fault that 
1 was not out. But take into couald- 
enitioii what liappeiied wlien I watj 
dlseliargeil. 1 liad earned 2iX) percent; 
a day for the contractor oil Ids invelb 
iiieiit while in ids simp. He is iia- 
meiisely weallliy from my work and 
tliat of the otiier men In that prisai, 
AVliat did I get on leaving? I got $ld 
and a cheap suit of ciothes. and W* 
tiiriieil out witii ‘he stigma of crimet* 
me to make my way. I was adriild 
to go out, 1)0 Iiuiiest and not come bach. 
To do tills 1 liad $l(i and a suit worth 
alxiut as mucli. Now. if I had rccelwd 
a small portlou of tlie money I earned 
for my master I would liave had, «*$' 
$ 3 (XI. or a ‘stake' liig enough to admit 
of iny remaining honest long enongh 
to get a start. I could have gone W 
euougli away to drop my bad recoid- 
and have worked at uiy trade, learned 
In prison, to have earned a good hf' 
ing. But the state gives a discluuiXd: 
convict just euoiigii to pay for a drunt 
and turns him loose on society 
the iujiiiiction to l>e good and not com* 
hack to prison."

They were the scum of Ala¬ 
bama—ii great niiiiiy of them ex-eon- 
vicis—to lake the place of liulou min¬ 
ers. 

On October 12 ih. the (ximpauy 
brought six carloads more of the saiim 
I'liiss from .Vlalmmii. under guard of 
Hkii deieetlvi'S from Thiel's agency, St. 
Louis. The result of trying to land 
lhe.se negroes .voii have wen through 
the eolunins of the press, where the 
millers lost eight killed and twelve 
wounded—wives left hiishaiidless, and 
eliildreii crying for ihose that will 
iiea'cr return. 

We. the niiners of Virden. intend lo 
light this battle to the hitter end If 
\ve can get sutliclcnt support to keep 
iis here to do so. For we know that 
tlie downfall of organized labor, 
whether In Virden or elsewhere, 
means a downfall to all organized la¬ 
bor of the United States. 

Fellow workmen, we have been out 
so long you all know that our miners 
are in a bad condition, the most of 
them with large families, all of them 
in debt for what the.v have been eat¬ 
ing and for house rent and •with legal 
proceedings instituted against a large 
majority. You know it will take 
money to fight to a finish. Hoping 
yon will respond promptly and liber¬

Interests, the small possessing class of 
capitalists or exploiters of tlie labor 
force of others and the ever-increasing 
large dispossessed class of wage-work¬ 
ers, who are deprived of the socially- 
due share of their product. 

That capitalism, the private own¬ 
ership of the means of production. Is 
responsibile for the Insecurity of sub¬ 
sistence, the poverty, misery and deg¬ 
radation of the ever-growing majority 
of our people. 

That the same economic forces 
which have produced and now Inten¬ 
sify the capitalist system will compel 
the adoption of Socialism, the collec¬ 
tive ownership of the means of produc¬ 
tion, for the common good and welfaia^ 
or result In the destruction of clvillca- 
tlon. 

That the trade union movement and 
independent political action are the 
chief emancipating factors of the 
working class, the one representing 
its economic, the other its political 
wing, and that botlwmust cooperate 
to abolish the capitaltot system of 
production and distribution. 

Therefore, the Social Democratic 
Party of America deciares its object 
to be the establishment of a system of 
co-operative production and distribn- 
tlon, through the restoration to the 
people of all the means of production 
and distribution, to be administered 
by organized society in the interest of 
the whole people, and the complete 
emancipation of society from the dom¬ 
ination of capitalism. 

The wage-workers and all those in 
sympathy with their historical mis¬ 
sion to realize a higher civilization 
should sever connection with all cap¬ 
italist and reform parties and unite 
with the Social Democratic Party of 
America. 

The control of political power by 
the Social Democratic Party will be 
tantamount to the abolition of capi¬ 
talism and of all class rule. 

The solidarity of labor connecting 
us wltli tnlllions of class conscious fel¬ 
low workers throughout the civilized 
world will lead to International So¬ 
cialism. the brotherhood of man. 

As steps in this direction, we make 
the following demands: 

1. Kevision of our antiquated Fed¬ 
eral Constitution in order to remove 
the ol)stncles to full and complete con¬ 
trol of government by all the people. 
Irrespective of sex. 

2. The public ownership of all indus¬ 
tries controlled by monopolies, trusts 
and combines. 

3. The publjc ownership of all rail¬ 
roads, telegraith, telephone, all means 
of transportation, communication, 
water works, gas and electric plants, 
and all other public utilities. 

4. The public ownership of all gold, 
silver, copper, lead, coal, iron, and all 
otlicr mines; also ail oil and gas wells. 

h. Reduction of the hours of labor in 
proportion to the Increasing facilities 
of production. 

(i. The inauguration of a system of 
pul>lic works and improvements for the 
employment of a large number of the 
unemployed, the public credit to be 
utilized fur that purpose. 

7. All useful inventions to be free to 
all. the inventor to be remunerated by 
the public, 

8. I.nlior legislation to be made na¬ 
tional Instead of local, and interna¬ 
tional where possible. 

0. National insurance of working peo 
pie against accidents and lack of em¬ 
ployment and pensions in old age. 

10. Kqual civil and pollttcal rights 
for women. nn<l tlie altulitlon of all 
l.-iws discriminaling against women. 

11. Tlie adoption of the Initiative and 
Referendum, and the right of recall of 
representatives by the voters. 

12. Abolition of war as far as the 
Dnlted States are concerned, and the 
intro<luction of international arbitra¬ 
tion instead. 

Tlie Social Democratic Party of 
.Vmerlc.a does not hope for the estab¬ 
lishment of social order through the 
Increase of misery, but on the contrary 
expects its coming through the deter¬ 
mined. uniteti efforts of the workers 
of both city and country to gain and 
use the political power to that end. 
In view of this we adopt the following 
platform for the purpose of uniting 
the workers in the country with those 
in the city; 

1. No more public land to be sold, bnt 
to be utilized by the United States or 
the state directly for the public beneOt, 
or leased to farmers in small parcels 
of not over 040 acres, the state to make 
strict regulations as to Improvement 
and cultivation. Forests and water¬ 
ways to be put under direct control of 
the nation. 

2. Construction of gn^n elevators, 
magazines and cold storage buildings 
by the nation, to be used by the farm¬ 
ers at cost. 

3. The postal^ railroad, telegraph and 
telephone services to be so nnit^ that 
every post and railroad station shall 
be also a telegraph and telephone cen¬ 
ter. Telephone service for farmers, as 
for residents of cities, to be at cost 

4. A uniform postal rate for the 
transportation of agricnltnrol prodnets 
on all railroads. 

5. Pnblle credit to be at the disposal 
of counties and towns for the Improve¬ 
ment of roads and soil and for irriga¬ 
tion and drainage.

Ruskln made a distinction between 
good wenltli and bad wealth. Wealth 
was good' wlien it bIcsstKl mankind a-s 
a wliole, had when it oppressed and 
demoralized mankind. 

To- characterize tlie bad wealth he 
Invented a term—111th. It Is a word 
that deserves to be taken up in general 
speech. 

I always think of this distinction 
made by Ruskln when I see the 
"prosperity” of the factories and shops 
lu this wide land. 

During the campaign Just closetl we 
have heard a giHsl deal from the Re¬ 
publican orators ulioiit tlie factory 
elilmneys all smoking. They told us 
that meant prosperity for tlie pt'ople. 
is tlint true’/ Are those factories pro¬ 
ducing wealth or llltli'/ I confess I 
liicliiie to tlie latter opinion. And isn’t 
that tlie only way to view it? Let us 
see.

At Worcester. Mass., Oct. 26, Euftene 
V Debs addressed an andlence which 
the Spy of that city sjiys was large and 
enthusiastic. From tliat pai>er’8 report 
of his speech we extract the following 
passages: 

“I believe this countrj is growing 
lietter, although the growth is slow. I 
am one of those who believe that after 
a while this land will be fit for decent 
and honest men and women to live in. 
1 stand In m.v feeble way for the prin¬ 
ciples of Socialism. It is not a very 
liopular cause, and before It becomes 
so, some earnest men and women must 
give tlieir lives to it. I am willing, for 
one, to devote the best energies that 
are mine to tlie furtherance of its ideas. 
In the discussion of tiie evening let us 
above all things be candid. 

Fifty years ago there were no mil¬ 
lionaires and no tramps. There were 
no insane asylums, no Jails and no pen¬ 
itentiaries. jVll these institutions are 
the couisimmitants of modern civiliza¬ 
tion. 

“In these present days, if a business 
man, u ninnuf^turer, a lawyer, a doc¬ 
tor, even a clOTgyman, is unsuccessful 
In his business or his profession, the 
world rejoices, llejoices, ix'cause an¬ 
other rival is put out of the field. Men 
with a little conscience and much casli 
will destroy men wllli mucli conscience 
and little cash, and rejoice in tlieir vic¬ 
tory, and all this is accounted for on 
the ground of tlie survival of the fit¬ 
test. If I had a single, independent 
thought that I want to bring liefore 
you, it is the question. ‘Why should 
not every man and every wouiaii on the 
face of the earth have a right to live 
without asking the permission of any¬ 
one else'?’ 

“If there were a .lay Gould or a Cor¬ 
nelius Vuiiderbilt tliat could make a 
compromise with the atniospherc, there 
would be a meter on every sunbeam. 
But, fortunately, old Sol is a Socialist, 
and he will not let them steal this 
birthright of miiukiud if they have 
« gotten everything else. I love to think 
of men like Jefferson, who was a splen¬ 
did man, ami full of the love of man¬ 
kind, and of Washington, wlio was a 
splendid man. full of mistakes, ile 
stood for freedom at len.sr, for he freed 
all his slaves. 

“Wendell Philips was tin* grandest 
<-ombinatioii of brain and heart tliat 
the American continent has ever [iro- 
duced. People said in his titne that 
abolition was itifamous. and tliey .say 
now tliat Socialism is infamous, but he 
provtsl to 1 m‘ riglil. and so shall we. 

“Socialism may be infamous, but 1” 
stand here as a Swiallst Ims-iiusi' I am 
against any system tligt gives one man 
fifty times as much* as he can use. 
while another starves. .Some paiiers 
like the Boston Jotimal say that i>ros- 
perlty Is one, and 1 am going to-mor¬ 
row to Boston to set* where the center 
of prosperity is locattsl. Tln*re are 
some iHstide who. wlieii the.v have 
*^helr own stomachs full, di'clare that 
the whole countr>’ is iu a state of iiu- 
paralleleti prosperity. 

“In West Virginia there are me.; 
working for 16 cents a day, and in Illi¬ 
nois those wlio are workltig for $22 a 
montli. Ill New Bislford it takes a 
whole family to support the family. 
The father cannot earn the living 
while the wife take's care of the liouse 
and tlie children go to school, us it 
was in the old days l>»*fore the capital¬ 
ist got Ills clutchi'S on the wealth of 
the laud. 

“Here I copie to the alisolute neces¬ 
sity of Soclolistn. When we made 
things b.v hand, we all had what was 
made. In those days if a man made 
shoes bis family had snocs. and there 
were shts's for ever>’body. Now that 
tve have modern machinery, we are 
having shoes in showers; It rains shoes, 
and the factories are lM*lchlng out 
shoes as from a volcano, and how 
many of the ptsiple haven't any sliocs 
and can't get any? In the days of 
hand work the emplo.ver and the em¬ 
ploye sat side by side, and if anything 
went wrong the employe went up to 
tlie employer’s house and talked it over 
with him, and the trouble was settleil. 
But the t'lnployer has grown away 
from the etnploye. and the result has 
lieen the forming of the ca|iitalistic 
system under which we groan now. 

“We projiose to nilse meti to an eco¬ 
nomic level. We desire to have men 
on a basis of economic tsjuallty as they 
itre now on one of political e<iuality. 
ThtMiias Jefferson said that all men 
were free and equal, and that is what 
we wont to see accomplished iu fact 
as well ns theory. 

“It is never possible to speak to a 
popular audience without getting In 
something in eulogy of the flag. Just 
so long ns the fiag stands for the prin¬ 
ciples of human Justice and equality I 
acknowledge my fealty to It, Itat 
when It censes to represent these prin¬ 
ciples I will not give that fealty. (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

“When we went to war with Spain 
It was to help the poor reconcentra- 
does. and after the war had been In 
progress for a little while it was to 
seize Cuba. It’s only a few months 
from now that these poor Gnhans will 
be subjected to a new tyranny, worse 
than that of Spain, the tyranny of the 
capitalist. All we went to war for 
was to place them In a position where 
the capitalists of the country can en¬ 
slave them, and when they object they 
will be enjoined, and when they resist 
they will be lncan;erated, as I have 
been, to satisfy the greed of the op¬ 
pressors. (Tremendous applause.) 
"Everything nowadays is for profit.

Gentlemen:—I have yours of Septeiu- 
tier .5 and 8. with their remarkable In¬ 
closures. Certainly I am under obll- 
gaticn to you for making It so easy 
for me to Invest twelve hundred and 
sixty dollars in real estate speculation. 

I liave practically no money of my 
own to invest, but have Invested a 
few hundred dollars for a relative, In 
a certain, city. I tried recently to give 
away the lot but did not succenl. It 
is not worth the taxes. I think that 
experience will last me for a little 
while. I have no fault to find with 
the loss; I ought to have lost It. It 
was pure gambling, and I was per¬ 
fectly conscious of It at the time and 
ver>' much ashamed of it. 

If that word “gambling” seems ob¬ 
noxious to you I call attention to the 
fact that I use it concerning my own 
act. The distinction between what 1 
did in sending money to that western 
state be “Invested" In a town l>>t. 
and placing the same amount of money 
at ronlette, is very slight In principle. 

I knew it was pure speculation. It is 
protltutlon of a good word to call It 
investment. It was not dealing in real 
estate in any legitimate way. I had 
no interest in the real estate of tliat 
town: I simply staked it on the prob¬ 
able rise in value of that property. 
Experience is a school where the tui¬ 
tion comes high but the Instmi.nlon is 
valiialfie and efficient. 

It will not do to say that this which 
you ask me, or in your own phrase¬ 
ology “offer” to me, is legitimate real 


estate business, like opening up a 
city addition and making homes and 
putting in street.s and pavements and 
sidewalks and water and sewers and 
gas. All that It quite another matter. 
It can be and often is perfectly legiti¬ 
mate. But what you put liefore mo 
is not that; It is stark naked specula- 
tloii. Sparable by the narrowest mar¬ 
gin from any other kind of gambling. 
Of course. It Is on the whole rcsjiect- 
able gambling in a resiiectable coiii- 
uiuiiity, and with very respectable 
jieople handling it. But for the life of 
me I cannot make out why gatiilillug 
Is not Just as pnqHtr a name for It as 
the somewhat more euphetnlstlc and 
LntiuiZ(‘d “speculation.” 

But it might be suggested that tills 
western town Is not like Cliicago. 
Then 1 have to say this, tliat some 
years ago a lot with a house on It in 
Chicago was given to Iowa College 
to add to Its endowment. The college 
has already paid out by way of taxes, 
putting in water mains, sidewalks, 
etc., a gowl part of the original esti¬ 
mate of his gift by the donor him¬ 
self. In other words, our college, too, 
has had its ex|X‘rlence, not in Invest¬ 
ing its own funds in this wa.v, for we 
should never liave done that, but in 
looking after some Chicago real es¬ 
tate.; IVc liave tried to do the best 
we could with the gift that was made 
to us in good faith. We know tliat 
millions have U-eii made (or rather 
gathered) b.v such si>ecuIatIon. But 
whether gaiiuHl or lost is not to the 
point under discussion.

Wliyi you should Ix! s«*eklug to induce 
cntlljc strangers to rob you of a gooil 
Imsltiess venture which j-ou have 
cleail.v In liand is a mysterj’ whicli 
lies Ix-yond my comprehension. 

It is no ansiVer to this view to say, 
for ;!iistancc, tliat a dry goods firm 
iiia.v legitimately sell a dr<*ss pattern 
to a lady and Isitli profit by the trans¬ 
action. Sucli an analog.v is Irn'Ievant. 
Tile (ir.v gissls nicrchant cannot wear 
all (he dress gisids he has, and the 
ladj' must liave some. In tills real es¬ 
tate matter, however, you can wear 
all tlicfe is ill It. That, is what you 
are there for, to make inone.v and 
more mone.v. Why do you want to 
divide your iirofits wltli'^ne? I beg 
of ycu to k<s*p them all. Ixith what 
yon would claiin l,o be your iegitimate 
profit on till* tramiactlon and ilso *iii 
addHioii to tiiat the profit wlilcli you 
liroiiiise to me. You will Ik* all the 
riclU*r. 

Or if yon have not money ••nougli 
and cannot secure enougli to take the 
large ciiteriirise .vours -If, I am sure so 
udvintagt*ou.s a sclieme could not fall 
to command the enihusiasttc eonli- 
deii(;e of tile liundr<**ls of millionaires 
in Chicago, whose moaey is lying idle, 
ultliough tlie.v would lie glad to Invest 
it for u mucli U>ss inte of increase tliaii 
j’oiir circulars promise. 

If it should be suggested that mil¬ 
lionaires do not troulile tln'inselves 
with such small Investments as .vou 
are putting before me, the answer is 
easy: tliat mlllionalix-s (siuld lilix k out 
large jileces of their iiroperty to put 
Into tlie hands of agents wlio could 
look after those details.

of political views held by members of 
tbe labor organizations should not be 
a reason for sopnmte organization In 
the economic struggle causing dissen¬ 
sions and disruptions. 

“Resolved. That we consider strikes 
and boycotts as historically necesMry 
weapons to obt-oin the demands of 
trades uaionisra; we further recognize 
in the union label an important factor 
in strengthening the power of organi¬ 
zation. and educating the public to 
demonstrate in a practical way Its 
sympathy' and assistaitcc to the cause 
of labor; and we therefore Indorse all 
the labels of the bona fide trades 
unions, earnestly recommending to the 
membership of the Boclnl Demixntlc 
Party of America to patronize only 
such concerns selling products bee -tng 
tbe some. 

"Resolved. That we condemn the at¬ 
tempt to disrupt the labor movement 
by organizing rival unions to the bona 
fide trades unions. 

“Resolved, That wo encourage the 
movement of organized labor for the 
establishment of a legal eight-hour 
workday and the Saturday half holi¬ 
day. 

“Resolved. That we condemn the 
modern white slavery of the sweating 
system.”
